NICARAGUA FOB SALE. 

Canal Rights OITered to Whichever Nation 
Will Bribe Best-Citizens Robbed 
by Government. 

Leon, Nicaragua, Oct. 26. — Several 
huadreu prominent citizens are now in 
prison byotder of Preaident Zolaya or 
hia ofBcers. Each of these prisoners has 
been heavily fined, or a demand has 
been made upon bim to pay a large 
forced loan to Zelaya's government. 
More than 100 of these citizens are im- 
prisoned in the penitentiary. 

The charges against them are, not be- 
ing in sympathy with Zelaya'e govern- 
ment, having aided with the revolution- 
iata against his government in some way, 
or having refused to pay or declared in- 
ability to pay the amount of forced loan 
demanded of them. The prisoners are 
being tried by military courts, usually 
composed of men of slight intelligence, 
who hear witneases of leaa intelligence. 
In addition the latter are always ready, 
without any religious or moral scruples, 
to make so-called " confesaiona " impli- 
cating the accaaed. 

It is asserted that during the recent 
cliBciiesions in the congreaBof Nicaragua, 
it waa proposed to sell to either side or 
to anyone who had the money and who 
woald be able and willing to aubscri be a 
few millions of dollars tor " personal 
conBiderationa," the right to construct 
an inter-oceanic canal across Nicaragua. 

" Lec the governmenta of Great TiriV 
ain and the IJnited States fight it out; 
the one who will pay the raoat is the one 
needed in Nicaragua," was the sub 
Stance of the Nicaraguan congress.

TROUBLE IN AFRICA. 

French and Britlsb Forces DlspattnK Juris 
diction Witb Threats Resulting. 

Pakis, Oct. 26. — A semi-official state- 
ment regarding the reported trouble in 
West Africa was issued this evening. It 
says : Tho news from West Africa fore- 
shadows great difficulties at Nikki and in 
Borgu. The Niger Company (Britieh), 
ia sending oilicers there to incite rebel- 
lion and distribute arms to the natives. 
In view of this situation French troops 
have been dispatched to that district. 
Moreover, the Britiah negotiators for a 
settlement of the Niger question have 
been in Paris over a week and every- 
thing; points to Great Britain seeking to 
let the matter drag. Seemingly she does 
not intend to discuas the question, but 
means will undoubtedly be found to foil 
these tactics. 

London, Oct. 20.— Eeplying to the 
aemi-othcial statement concerning the 
dangeroua state of affaire in Weat Africa, 
saned in Paris this evening, the British 
colonial officials to-niuht declared that 
there does not seem to be any reasonable 
fear for complications at Nikki, " pro- 
vided the l<'rench government behaves 
reasonably." But, it waa added at the 
colonial office, that Great Britain had 
determined to police moreefleotually her 
territories, and if the French peraiet in 
trespassing complications will naturally 



A FORMIDABLE ENEMY. 

The Indian Insurgents Excel in Guerilla 
Warfare and OfTer a Deter- 
mined Front. 

SiMb.v., Oct. 2(5. — Advices received here 
to-day from Kbaaappa annoances that a 
large foraging party of Britieh troops 
yesterday captured the village of Rimad- 
ban and recovered a quantity of supplies. 
On retiring the troopa were hotly fol- 
lowed by the enemy to within a mile of 
their camp. On the British aide nine 
men, including Colonel Iladnw, were 
wounded. Tho confidence of the insur- 
gent tribesmen ia increasing and they 
are offering a determined front in all 
direction.^. The Britiali oflicera eay the 
tribesjneii excel in guerilla warfare and 
arei wonderful Bkiriuiaiiera. They are 
fully supplied with ammunition and 
large reiuforceinents are joining the iti- 
surgenta' cam jis. 

A rleppatch from Sernphagha gives the 
official list of killed and wounded at the 
storming of Dargai Bidge as numbering 
195, of which 37 were killed. 

THE WINDSOR INCENDIARIES. 

Two Committed for Trial and the Third 
Likely to Confess, 

WiNOKOR, Oct. 20. — (Special)— The pre- 
liminary trial of the three prieouera ac- 
ciieed of incendiarism, flateher, Mcln- 
tyre and Croxen, was held yesterday, 
aud suflicient evidence was brought out 
to conimit them for trial except Mcln- 
tyre, who is remanded. It ia expected 
that he will make a clean breaat of the 
wiiole affair when he comes up on Wed- 
nesday. 

The relief committee has received 
?;2 1,000.

They liesisteil a Game Warden Who Inter- 
tered With Their Pursuits. 

Denver, Ool., Oct. 26.— Governor Ad- 

ama has received a message from Deputy 
SherilF Prank E, Walaon, at Meeker, 
Ool., to the eflcct that Game Warden 
Wilcox tried toi arrest someUtes on the 
reservation, five miles from Lilly Park. 
They resisted and fired at the Wilcox 
party. No vhltes were injured but bbv- 
eral Indiana were killed and injured. 
Thn Governor aaid he did notapprehond 
any serious trouble and would not at 
present order out any troops, Lilly Park, 
on the Boar or Vampa river, is the scene

London, Oct. 26.— Discussing editori- 
ally Spanish-American aflairs the Times, 
after remarking that " the real danger is 

that America will take some step to 
precipitate a criaia," saya: "General 
Woodford's note, like other papers 
emanating from Wasbinston, cannot be 
construed by the ordinary rules ap- 
plicable to diplomatic corieapondeace. 
This is fortunate inasmuch aa it con- 
tains expressions which did they come 
from a European chancellor must be in- 
terpreted as menacing war. But it is 
unfortunate, because it makes the mean- 
ing of the note ambigtioua, that no clear 
intimation ia given of the consequence 
of a refusal to acquiesce in American de- 
mands. The note ia extremely diffuse 
and abounds in expressionaof friendship 
and goodwill toward Spain, but while it 
apologizes for the earnest and positive 
nature of the language used on the 
ground that it ia desirable to prevent 
miaundoratandings between two friendly 
nations, that language in fact lacks the 
precision which ia usually expected in 
documents of this kind. 

"There ia the distinct statement 
that American interests are auQ'er- 
Ing, and that an attitude of neutrality 
cannot be prolonged indefinitely, There 
la mention of the concurrent resolution 
of the two liousea of congress last year, 
of the recent resolution of the senate, 
and of the agitation in the United States. 
There ia an assurance that public opin- 
ion now demands the recognition of the 
insurgents as belligerents. In these cir- 
cunastancea it is suggested that the Span- 
ish government ahould consider whether 
it ia not time to terminate the war by 
proposals consistent with the dignity 
and with the interests of Cuba, To thia 
end the government at Waahtngton 
makes tender of its good offices and calls 
upon the Spanish government within 
the present month to formulate, definite 
proposals by which that tender may be 
rendered eflfective, or to give satisfactory 
assurances that the war will be brought 
to a speedy end. 

" Spain appears to prefer to lose Cuba 
in a war she foreaeea will be diaaatroua 
to her rather than purrender what she 
regards as juat and riifht in deferenrK to 
menace, It ia a foolish choice, but the 
choice of a nation. On the other hand, 
if President McKinley and his advisers 
are really animated by the friendly sen- 
timent they profess, tlwy may fairly 
consent to the modest demand of the 
Sagaata cabinet. 

" If this demand ia refused, all Spani- 
ards will arrive at the concluaion that 
the ugly rumors in circulation as to 
financial influences working behind the 
jingo agitation are true, and that Presi- 
dent McKinley's plausible words are 
merely intended to cover up a projected 
abuae of euperior physical strength." 

The Times publishea a letter from 
Madrid dated October 18 describing the 
situation. The writer, prefacing hie 
romarbB by saying that circumstances 
and not American pressure produced the 
change of ministry, adds : " Were Can- 
oyas Btill alive he would have nrobably 
mot all American representations with a 
haughty non-posaimus. The Liber«lB- 
will not go very far in the opposite di- 
rection, but it may be hoped that they 
will not altogether shut their eyes to 
disagreeable realities and will at last 
adopt the less repellant attitude." 

The correspondent to-night discussea 
the note in practically tho same terms 
as are used in tlie above editorial. He 
coiumentB on the fact that while amic- 
ably expressed, tlie note hints its inten- 
tions iu a matter having a dieagreeable 
rceeiiibhuice to the consecrated phrase 
of (liploinacy which in a similar Euro- 
])ean document will have the character 
of ail ultimatum. The government has 
deterred replying to the note, he con- 
tiuues, " in the hope that the United 
States would wait for the resttlts of Sa- 
gaata's policy, but the general opinion is 
that thia hope will not be realized. If 
the truth most be told General Wood- 
ford's amicable assurances are regarded 
by Spaniards aa little beyond polite 
phrases, signifying n< thing and intended 
to cover unjustiliably aggreasivo designs. 
■Pha fact that the insurrection waa ori- 
ginally hatched in America and is aup- 
jiorted from there ia considered proof 
that the Americans means to possess 
Caba, and the tender of their good 
ollicca is regarded aa a Htep in that direc- 
tion," 

In support of this view the American 
correspondents of the Madrid papers 
assert that an American syndicate, with 
enormous reaourcea and with influential 
hacking at Washington, is preparing to 
buy up the land, railways, sugar and 
tobacco factories and industrial under- 
takings, and is even negotlatinK with 
the rebel leaders with a view of running 
the new autonomist go"ernment, pos- 
sibly under the nominal sovereignty of 
Spain, but in any case under the "real 
protection of the United States, 1 nn- 
(lerstttud that the Spanish government 
poBseBsea a deal of truatwortliy informa- 
tion on this subject. There is no doubt 
that these projects exist ; and if tho 
atitliorities at Washington sympathize 
with them, as is suspected, they will not 
be much inclined to wait for the result 
ol the new policy in Cuba, but will per- 
sial iu intervention on ttje ground of, 
according to the Woodford note, m-c 
General Weyler's" cruelties, bat of in- 
juries to American interests.

Venconver Deputation on 'Bebdlf of tbe 
Victoria & Eastern Sclieiae. 

Vaxcocver, Oct. 26.— (Special)— The 
transportation question iatbe chief topic 
of conversation on the streetfl to-day, and 

the result of the council committee's 
trip to Victoria to urge the government 
to pass an order-in-council granting the 
promised bonus of $4,000 a mile (to any 
company building from Vancouver to 
Bonndary Greek) to the Victoria, Van- 
couver &. £aBter Railway., will be watch- 
ed with great interest in Vancouver. 
The matter came op at tbe meeting of 
the city council last evening, when Mr. 
liugh McLean brielly addressed the 
council. He stated that the old syndi- 
cate had sold a controlliuK intereHt to 
Kastern capitalists, who were anxious to 
commence work as soon as tlie usual 
Bubsidiee were jrranted. The proviiieiiU 
legislature h.id pasaeil an act grnntiiii; a 
subsidy of $4, OlVJ per mile for a railway 
from liounday Creek lo Vancouver, and 
he wanted the provincial t^overninent to 
pass an order-in-council granting 
them tlie bonus, tie desired thai 
a delegation from the city council 
go down to Victoria to urge the 
government to pass this order. Tlie 
company bad also re<3uestBd delegations 
from the boards of trade and neighbor- 
ing municipalities to go down, and would 
pay the exiiensea of the delegation. 
They now bad plenty of money to build 
the road, and would put up a guarantee 
with the government, if iiecoesary. 

In answer to Aid Clandenninc, Mr, 
McLean stated tliat he could not tay 
thtit actual construction would buHtarleil 
iuimediately if the provincial siibiidy 
was granted, but they would corn iiieiicc 
on the preliminary arrimgenienlfi.

-typhoid, Indeed the proviaien of 
a sewerage system for Mount 'Plea- 
sant, which now contains nearly 
a quarter of the permanent population 
of Vancouver, should be made by the 
city council next year, and no longer de- 
ferred. However careful its people are 
and may be, Mount Pleaeniit runs con- 
stant risk from the exiatenea of large 
numbers of open drains and 'cess pits, 
increasinKly polluted of necessity by an 
ever-increasing popuhition. Fortunately 
the district has a good sloj)© to False 
creek, which enables rapid fall ot drain- 
age, and also posseaaea a gravel subaoil, 
and is otherwise by nature very healthy. 
This lessens risk of typhoid ; but, never- 
theless, risk there is, against which Dr. 
Brydono- Jack and other authorities have 
recently warned tbe city health authori 
ties to take precautions. The latter 
might, without disadvantage, make an 
early close inspection of surface drains 
both in Iklount Pleasant and Fairview 
pending the adoption of sewerage 
systems for these districts of YanconTei:, 
Tbe case of tbe Engliflh town of Maid- 
stone, a place of about Vancouver's popu 
lation, which now has 1,600 typhoid 
cases, shows bow needful aro precau 
tionary measures; and, fortunately 
Vancouver has both an eilicient iiiedicjt 
officer and trusty health inspector.

Before the Ricli Territoi'y Tribu- 
tary to Fairview Can Hope 
< to Thrive. 



Passeug'er and Freig-lit Trallic 
Blockiug: the Freseut Diilicult 
Avenues of Travel. 



Vascocver, Oct. 25. — (Sfieclal) — 

A CoLOKisT correspondent baa returned 
from Fairview Catnp, Okiirmgan, nfter a 
trip made for tho purpose of obBervinR 
tlie neceasity or otherwise ol railroad 
and telegraph connections from Okana- 
gan Landing to Fenticton, and so on to 
the Boundary country. The necessity 
evidently exists from the fact that it took 
two days and a half to complete a jour- 
ney of some -100 milea, which could bo 
•covered in a day by an all rail route. 
The necessity of tbleKraph connections 
•was illustrated by the fact that it took 
from Friday till Tuesday following for a 
telegram sent in care of the telec;raph op- 
-eratcr at Okanagan to reacli Fairvievp. 

On the O.P.R. branch line running in- 
to Okanagan Lauding the freight busi- 
ness is so heavy that numeronB 
tedious delays exhaust the patience of 
even experienced travellers. At one ata- 
tion an engine attached to a passenger 
coach had such a heavy train of freight 
to haul that it was necessary to back 
down a considerable distance to enable a 
moderately steep grade to bo aurniount- 
ed. At dkiuiiigan freight wag beinfj; 
handled with nil the despatch possible, 
but there were indications of overcrowd- 
ing, while the steamer Aberdeen was de- 
layed several hours loading. When she 
did start there was only room to move in 
single file on tlie lower deck among the 
freight. At Okanagan the passengers of 
the Aberdeen witnessed the initiation of 
an attempt made by the C.P.R. to ease 
the pressure of business at this point, 
for just before the steamer started the 
launching of the little steamer City of 
Greenwood took place amidst demon- 
strations of joy from Okanagan's popula- 
tion. 

It is said several thoasand dollars 
have been spent on this venture for the 
purpose of demonstrating the practic- 
ability of a boat drawing nine inches, 
light, and thirteen inches with sixty 
tons of freight, pushinjr through the 
shallow river between Okanftgau and 
DOo' lakes to Okanagan Falls. Hor skip- 
per and part owner is Capt. Basset, wlio 
claims success for the onterpriee. It 
may be of interest to state that the 
steamer Greenwood left Penticton on 
Friday evening and was to have at- 
temj)ted the river next day, the bridge at 
Penticton being removed for her on that 
occasion. 

After the launching of the Greenwood 
the Aberdeen started on her trip across 
Lake Okanagan. It was then 2 p. m. on 
Monday, a bright autumn day. Tbe 
water in tbe lake was clear as crystal, so 
clear that the passengers were interested 
by the movements of hundreds of very 
large Ssh, which could be seen darting 
from the weeds at tbe bottom of the 
lake. 

Dinner was, however, shortly an- 
nounced, and the opportunity proved a 
favorable one to become more intimately 
acquainied with the handsome stern 
wheeler Aberdeen and her oflicera. On 
the up trip Captain A. E. Linequst was 
in command, and on the return voyage 
the passengers were in care of Captain 
Thomas Riley — a very genial skipper and 
a nephew of Victoria's popular towns- 
man Mr. Geo. Riley. Captain Linequst 
did all in his power to make the trip to 
Fenticton enjoyable, even going 
BO far as to act as umpire 
in a very warmly contested card game 
in the cabin. Mr. Ira Cutler, purser, 
was also ubiquitous as far as the comfort 
of the pasBengera was concerned. Ho 
has been ranning on the lake for seven 
years, and his ability, experience and 
integrity stands the C.P.R. company in 
good stead during the present high 
pressure in freight business. Mrs. Hol- 
land, a thoroughly experienced caterer, 
attends to the dining room. It ia in a 
great measure due to tliis strong com- 
bination that the Aberdeen has the 
name of being the most potinlar U.I'.R. 
steamer on any run in British Columbia. 
Without making unhajjpy compiirieonB 
it is eullk'ient to say that tlie accom- 
modationf, particularly the eating and 
'sleeping accoinmodation, are constantly 
praised by faeliclious travellers. The 
sail on the lake is very enjoyable 
to those oroaeing it for the first time. 
The scenery along the run is extremely 
picturesque. In fact, the view on a sun- 
ny auturuu day from tbe steamer's deck 
is almost too dreamy for the pen of prose 
writer to desuribe. Imagine tbe light 
blue transparent waters of a narrow lake 
fringed with trees, bush and grovi>, the 
autuuHi tinged foliage blending j^rteu 
and gold, red and brown, a iliatanl view 
softening the various colors into a 
beautiful iuirniony- Then fancy the 
rugged rocks worn smooth and toned to 
a warm mouse color and dotted with 
dark green pine trees sufliciontly 
apart to give these sloping 
hills of Okanagan the ajipearance 
of a series of beautiful jiarkH, with 
grounds undulating like mighty waves 
of the ocean, j)ossibly one may then 
have some idea of the i)ictu«ur4injL>.--= of 
the view. During the six hours' run 
the scenery was substantially the same, 
until the setting sun| threw calcium 
light efTecls on tbe green and gold foliage 
at the foot of the sand bills, and the pas- 
sengers rested their eyes on the vanish- 
ing scene as it passed slowly into the 
gathering darkness, and the scream of 
the signal whistle brought the corres- 
pondent down to the freight question 
again. 

At Kolowna more freight was taken on, 
and now tlie (lyck hands had to climu 
over the jiackages in the atterpart of the 
boat. Penticton was reached about S ISO 
ip.m., whore a blockade of freight ia on 
■view every day, Sunday included, from 
sunrise to sunset. The steamer was 
loaded to her fullest capacity, the wharf 
groaned under 100 heavy consignments, 
while in the sheds only a narrow alley- 
way was left between the freight ; and 
this immense tonnage was going into the

At the Penticton hotel very ably 
conducted by Mr. Haywood and Mr. 
Leonard, both of Vancouver, the follow- 
ing Vancouver gentlemen registered: O. 
N.Davidson; Mr. Doering, for Doering 
and Marstrand ; Mr. Teeporten, for Lang- 
ley fi Henderson ; Mr. Fife, for Kelly it 
Dougla'3 ; and tbe Colonist correspond- 
ent. The hotel and annex were full and 
the proprietors Bat np all night to ac- 
commodate guests. Next morning the , 
above mentioned party started for Fair- 
view in Harry Jones' four-horse stage. 
The 28-mile drive between Penticton 
and Fairview ia very tedious, but the 
B'Jenery, however, makes upina measure 
for the discomfiture of the dreary day. 
For 20 miles out of 28 the weary horses 
draj; the lumbering stage up and down 
the sand liills of Okanagan. Around the 
eiigeaof cliffs you go, wtiere the loose, 
shifting earth is constantly sagging the 
heavy wheels to tbe edge of eternity 
bafur'e they are clamped, and you find 
yourself fairly slipping down to the lake- 
shore at an angle of 45 degrees, only to 
be taken again up, up, up, as you bend 
almoBi double to ease the horses, to the 
top of the treacherous saml drift. Sud- 
denly, however, the stage is whirled 
along with a crack of the whip, and you 
enter a road worn hard and level, and 
all around you for miles are scattered 
six feet apart the beautiful " bull 
pines" peculiar to the country, 
and magpies or bluejaya (evidently im- 
ported) fly from branch to branch, mak- 
ing a fine harmonv of song for your tired 
spirit with their merry chirping. You 
are now indeed driving four-in-hand 
through a beautiful park. Soon you 
are again among the bills and iianging 
on as the stage swayed around the giddy 
corners of a twisting, winding precii)it- 
ous imth — then tlirough miles of sand 
flats, tbe wheels sinking up to the axles 
in the dry, parched earth washed from 
the hikes for thousands of years— with 
c'ouvla of dust completely enveloping you 
in its choky embrace. 

Then you come in view of the coal 
fields of W. A. Dier. The seam is three 
feet wide, and three immense piles of 
coal could be seen from the stage road. 
The mines are being worked ijy hand 
and tbe coal sold at $12 a ton readily at 
Fairview and Penticton. Again you are 
drivuig through a pretty park of alder 
trees, the yellow leaves falling in our 
path, Then you come in view of a 
bottomlees pool called the "Sink Hole," ^ 
600 feet across, dark as a pocket and ] 
fenced around. The pool is guarded by 
quicksand, the graveyard of hundreds of 
head of roaming cattle. 

Then unexpectedly the weary horses 
prick up their ears and rattle down a 
hill, every chain clanking, iron ringing 
and stage swaying wildly, and 
Fairview is before the exhausted 
traveller— and no fairer view can 
be possibly imagined. In the valley 
there are hundreds of acres fiat as 
table on slight elevations, and all around 
are the hills filled with precious min- 
erals. It is a model mining camp and a 
hive of industry, A town ia springing 
up ag if by magic, but the great problem 
is how to bring in ,freight. It takes two 
days and a half for a four-horse team to 
haul a ton and a half over the annd hills 
from Penticton. If the steamer Green- 
wood is a success, she will save a day and 
a quarter in the haul by steaming to 
Okanagan Falls and having the freight 
hauled over a comparatively level coun 
try to Fairview, sixteen miles distant 
The same reckoning can be applied to 
the wliole Boundary country. 

The water in the river between Okana- 
gan and Dog lakes is now very low, and 
opinion among nautical men is divided 
as to whether the little steamer can 
make the Falls before high water and 
thus relieve the blockade of freight at 
Penticton. A railway to Penticton is 
needed very badly indeed, and a tele- 
graph line almost as badly. All the old 
timers interviewed on the question 
looked knowing as they confidently re- 
marked: " We will have a railway next 
summer and the O.P.R. will build it." 

But what about the Boundary country, 
fabulously rich in minerals, and the 
scene of action of thousands of enter- 
prising people? Is the freight for many 
years to come to be tediously and by ex- 
asperatingly slow steps hauled over tbe 
sand hills of Okanagan, wliere the bones 
of countless cattle destroyed in transit 
lie buried, anil many a wrecked stage 
and freight w-agon bears testimony far 
down the hill side — ere it be too hidden 
from view by tbe shifting sand — of the 
penis of the overland route?

ROSSLAND.

•Joe D.ivis, a miner employed at the 
I,e Hoi, who fell down the shaft, sued 
the company for $5,000, and the County 
court has awarded $1,000 liamages. 

Thomas Little was found dead early 
Friday morning on Spokane stre(;t, near 
the Central hotel, having evidently fal- 
len from the top of tbe cribwork near 
l)y. He liad b(!en drinking, and was to 
iiave gone to Nelson as a witness in an 
important mining suit. The jury re- 
turned a verdict of accidental death. 

The force of miners employed is now 
larger than at any time in the history of 
the camp.

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THAT HUNDRED-POUND 

EXEMPTION 

The report that the regulation permit- 
tin;; miners to talie 100 pounds of pro- 
visions into the Yukon without paying 
daty will not be repealed is, we are eat 
iafied, premature. We believe that when 
the caBe is properly understood at Otta- 
wa the regulation will be cancelled. 

The reaeon for making it in the first 
place was exceptional. Collector Milne 
felt that, in order to relieve those min- 
ers who had gone North, it was desirable 
to make the exemption temporarily. It 
was never intended to be permanent. 
Esperienco has shown that it is of no 
real use to the miners. 

It ia being scandalously abused to the 
disadvantage of "Victoria and Canada 
generally. The Seattle papers are now 
representing that this exemption ia a 
sufficient answer to the claim that daties 
are collected on American goods going 
into the Yukon. 

A regulation that is useless, that ia ot 
no value to tliose upon whom it is con- 
ferred, for it is of no use to a miner to be 
relieved of duty on some small a part of 
bis outfit, and that ia being abused by 
those who ought to be grateful for tbe 
kiiidneas whidh prompted it, ought to be 
repealed as quickly as the government 
can act. 

The worst case of misrepresentation 
on this subject that has come under our 
notice was contained in the Post-Intel- 
ligencer of Monday. The following 
statement is there made editorially: 

They ;the Canadian authorities) allow 
miners' packs not exceeding $100 in 
value to go in free of duty. To Ijb sure, 
nearly all outfits are worth considerably 
more. But there is no reason to expect 
that tbe Ganadian ofiBcials will be un- 
reasonable in their appraisement. The 
tendency would be to drive prospectors 
into Alaska as against the Northwest 
Territory, and that is exactly what the 
Ciuiftiliana are not anxious to do. 
iliuers goinj^ to the Ivlondyke need have 
no uneaainesB about customs iluties. 

The fact that this is a falsehood, and 
we fear we must say a deliberate one, 
will make very little difference. When 
men are told that Boraelhincr is true 
wliii:h they want to believe, they will 
not heeitalo about accepting it as true. 
Hundreds of psople, inialud by the state- 
ment of the Seattle paper, will buy 
goods, trusting that $100 worth, at a very 
liberal estimate, will be allowed to pass 
the cnstoma without paying duty. Their 
awakening at the frontier will be a rude 
one, and in many casea diHualrous. 
The only reason very gruat aufVerini: did 
not result this yeai- from the failure 
of persons from the United States 
to provide themselvea with money to 
pay the duties, was that the great 
majority of them did not reach the cus- 
toms' station. They abandoned their 
venture before they got that far. We 
submit that on the sole ground that the 
exemption is in many cases misinter- 
preted in good faith and ia others, as in 
the case above referred to, deliberately 
misstated, the immediate reversal of the 
ezemptinK order is imperatively necea- 
eary. 

We hope our contemporaries in tlie 
Coast cities will join with us in demand- 
ing the immediate cancellation of the 
exemption. No one will sufler if it ia 
done now. There ia no one en route with 
an outfit bought under the belief that 
no duties will be charged. Therefore, 
let the regulation be rescinded im- 
xnediately and let word to that efTect be 
Bent to all parts of the United States. 
Not only will a great deal of trade be 
thus secured for the' Britiah Columbia 
cities, but inuoh suffering and disap- 
ppintment will be saved to Americans 
wiib arti: unfortunate enough to be mie-

STICKEEN- TESLIN. 

There is a public demand for the im- 
mediate opening of a trail from the 
Stickeen to Teslin lake. We do not see 
how Ihei federaL and ' proyinoial govern- 
ments can remai.u deaf to it. Perhaps it 
may not be practicable to make a wagon 
road the whole distance next year, but it 
is quite feasible to make a good passable 
trail for the greater portion of it, and 
unless this is done we shall see repeated 
on this trail tbe horrors of Skagway. 
There is one advantage in .which this 
route poBsesees over the others. There 
is no steep ascent. But there is a great 
deal of marshy land, which will soon be- 
come a quagmire if it is not corduroyed, 
or if a trail is not cut around it. . What 
can be done early next year is this. The 
worst places can be rendered fit for a 
rush of travel. The country traversed 
by the trail is a comparatively easy one. 
In the summer there ia abundance of 
graea for horses, and there is no part of 
it where a person need be especially un- 
comfortable at any time of the year 
People could live along the trail all the 
year round aa well aa in many jilaces 
where there is a large population. The 
only difliculty ia about the road. Wo 
have learned this year what we all ought 
to have known before, that a trail good 
enough for a hundred people to get over 
in a month is a barrier to thousands of 
people all trying to get over it at once. 

The rush of 1897 will be a parade com- 
pared with that of 1S9S. The woods 
between the Stickeen and Lake Teslin 
will swarm with people. Something 
ought to be done at the earliest possible 
moment to make a road for them to 
travel on. It ia true that the Yukon 
gold fields are not in this province, but 
if a good road ia built the amount of 
buainesB that will bedonealong itduring 
the next three years will compensate for 
the outlay. Our suggestion is that the 
two governmenta should co-operate. 
One thing is certain, there must be a 
road from the Stickeen to Teslin lake. 



the margin between the lowest and 
highest bids was great, but tbe largest 
bid, which was for all that was unplaced, 
was tlio bid of J. Pierpont Morgan, and 
this was at a figure which would have 
been the minimum price in that case, if 
Buch a price had been named the ad- 
vertisement.

Does any one sup- 
pose that if Canadian two-and-a-half 
per cents, are worth any more, in the 
present state of the London money 
market, than Mr. Fielding got for them, 
some of the people with millions at 
their command would not bavo bid for 
them? Does any one suppose that the 
financial men of London were so obtueo 
that they would not realize what the 
British Columbia loan was really worth, 
and that this, remained to bo discovered 
by a mute, inglorious Milton of iiuance 
from the valley of tbe Fraser? Is it not 
reasonable for us to suspect finance 
miniatera of an ordinary amount of com- 
mon sense and ordinary honesty?

SOME FINANCIAL CRITICS. 

The public are being treated to criti- 
cismu of Mr. Fielding's success in plac- 
ing the late Canadian loan. Of course 
they are from Conservative aourcea. 
They are substantially identical with 
those that came from Liberal sources 
when Mr. Foater floated his loan. They 
are identical with every criticism that 
has appeared in the Canadian press in 
regard to the floatin;; of every loan, no 
matter by whom. We have the same 
sort of thing in tbis province, only 
somewhat diluted, in regard to the 
manner in which Mr. Turner floated the 
British Columbia loan. With some few 
unimportant changes the same criticisms 
appeared in the United States press in 
regard to every loan floated by any ad 
ministration in that country that ever 
floated a loan, only there they have a 
fashion, that is a certain section of the 
press baa, of charging that the President 
stands in with the financial operators to 
rob the country. So regular ia this sort 
of thing, that only one conclusion is 
possible, if we are to believe the critics, 
and that is that by some mysterious dis 
pensation of Providence the only men 
who are absolutely incapable of financing 
a loan, are the men who have to do it 
It somehow happens, in many caees, that 
if the critics were suddenly called upon 
to finance enough money to buy a new 
suit of clotlies they would be bothered 
considerably ; but this does not count 
In no respect is popular government so 
much a failure as in the claaa of men 
who are entrusted witli the management 
of a nation's finances, speaking of course 
from the standpoint ot tlie critica. 

There is a side to the floating of all 
large public loans which the critics con- 
veniently overlook. The condition of 
the money market is both a certain and 
an uncertain quantity. It is uncertain 
in the sense that no one can tell very 
long in advance juflt what it will be, for 
unexpected contingencies will all'ect it 
fractionally, and fractional variations 
amount to large sums, when wo are 
dealing with millions. It is certain in 
the sense that the conditiona existing un 
the day that a loan is floated must be 
taken into account as rigidly aa though 
they were natural laws. Tlio placing of 
R lo;m ia a business for ui|)orts. A fin- 
ance minister, no matter whether he re- 
presents the Dominion, one of the Pro- 
vinces or the United States, is compelled 
to place himaelf in the handaof experts, 
that is of men whoee business it is to 
understand the money market. These 
men know what money ia worth, that ia 
what a borrower will have to pay for it. 
The' price depends upon several things 
such aa the rate of interest, the character 
of the security, tbe length of time for 
which the loan baa to run, the other de 
manda for money and so on. The ex 
pert gives the finance minister the best 
of hla opinion upon tliose points, and ad- 
vises as to the price at which the loan 
ought to be placed on the market; the 
minister has also investigated the case ; 
probably they investigate it together; 
and a decision is reached. The loan is 
then placed at a minimum price, and 
tenders are invited. It will have been 
observed by those who watch such mat- 
ters, that in almost every instance some 
of the tenders are far higher than the 
others, in aush caaes the amounts 
usually being small. Special reasons 
have prompted these bids, such aa a 
desire to invest trust funds. The large 
bids are usually very near the minimum 
price. A notable case of this was that 
''of the last 'United Status loan, where 



wives and children of Ghineae merchants 
to ei^er the United States ireely.. There 
are at least 50,000 so-called Chinese 
merchants in the United States, who 
have no wiveo. Each of these will 
straightway , become a married man with 
hia wife in China, and will likewiae be- 
come the father of a family whom he has 
never aeen. This will make about 60,- 
000 women and 250,000 children eligible 
for immigration into the United States.. 



Mn. WiLMso.v, editor of the Toronto 
Globe, aaya that Klondyke ia a houEe- 
bold word in Great Britain; and tbis idea 
leads the Montreal Star to observe: 
" Klondyke is our bargain counter and 
will draw cuatom to the real of the 
store." This is very good ; but what we 
want to make euro of is the proceeds of 
the bargain counler. For all that the 
Star has ever said on the aubject, it 
would appear to make no difl'erence 
whether Klondykers bought their goods 
in Canada or Terra del Fuego. 



A letter appeared in a recent iseuo of 
the Inland Sentinel from Mr. F. G. 
Richards in regard to the Surveyor- 
General's department. We have no in- 
tention of saying anything about the cir- 
cumstances attending Mr. Richarde' al- 
leged employment and dismissal. They 
are unimportant, and we have not in- 
quired into them ; but one of the state- 
ments in the letter reflects uj)on a valued 
public servant and ought not, we think, 
to be allowed to pass without contradic- 
tion. It is the attempt to convey the 
wholly false impression that Mr. Tom 
Kains, the surveyor-general, is doing 
work for Mr. Heinze, which Mr; Rich- 
ards was to have done. A gentleman ia 
engaged in the ofTice making copies of 
plans for Mr. Ueinze and he has occa- 
aion to refer to Mr. Kaina for informa- 
tion, which is always readily furnlahed. 
It is the buaineaa of the Surveyor-Gen- 
eral to furnish the public with informa- 
tion. That is what he is paid for, and 
surely an employee of Mr. lleinze has 
as much right to information aa anyone 
else. The insinuation that Mr. Kains ia 
directly or indirectly in Mr. Heinze'a 
employ ia unworthy of Mr. Eicharda, 
who ought to know the truth. Aa we 
have said, we do not know and care no- 
thing about the merits of the question, 
wfiich he raises between himself and 
Hon. G. B. Martin. The story ■ is im- 
probable on its face. 



Tin; details of the season's navijiatiou 
of tbe Lower Yukon, aa they are filter- 
ing out in letters from the interior, aho w 
that the difBculties to be encountered 
are very great. It would be foolish to 
jump at the conclnsion that the river 
will never be a satisfactory route for the 
carriage of freight into the interior; but 
it is certain that aa yet the right sort of 
ateamera have not been put on. The 
only trustworthy route to the Yukon ia 
tli.it via tlui Slickeen. 



The Tacoma Ledger declares the or- 
der of the Washington government pat- 
ting St. Michael's under martial law ia 
"an outrage upon commercial liberty 
and common decency." It character- 
izes the order thus : " That the meanest 
monopoly in exiateuce ia to be continued 
under the protection of tbe govern- 
ment." The Ledger says that the object 
of the order ia to enable the American 
Tranaportation and Trading Company 
and the Alaska Commercial Company to 
extort from the people who seek to en- 
ter the interior of Alaska by the river 
route the most exorbitant prices for 
transportation and adpplies. We quote : 
" If thia order is enforced it will shut out 
of the Yukon river country all transpor- 
tation and mercantile companies not do- 
ing business there now. It ehuta out of 
competition every company or private 
individual who may desire to enter that 
field, and backs up a monopoly already 
established by Weare and the Alaska 
Commercial Com pany by govern mente." 
We fancy that Canada will be heard 
from before this order haa liecn in 
force very long, that is if any attempt ia 
made lo interfere witli tlie treaty rij^lit 
of Brilidh subjects to the free navigation 
of the river. 



It does not make the slighteet difler- 
ence what a representative of the In- 
land Sentinel, or any one ehe, saw in 
the I/anda and Works Department, the 
map prepared for the Kaniloopa Stand- 
ard was not a governmeDt work, was 
not prepared under instraetions from 
Hon. Q. B. Martin, and was not in the 
most remote sense official. Tbe Colon isr 
Printing and Publishing Co. ought 
surel^' to know, when it gets a ])ieco of 
work, who orders it and by wliom the 
work is done, and when the editor of tho 
C01-ONI.ST is asked for and gives perniis- 
eion that hia own map of tbe country 
ahall be uaed as the baais for a new one, 
he may reasonably be auppoaed to know 
something about the matter.

Very startling is the news brought 
down from the Arctic by Mr, V. C. 
Qambell, who arrived yesterday at the 
Victoria hotel. He says that only four 

of the whaling fleet will this year escape 
destruction, for all the other vessela are 
fast in the ice east of Point Barrow, and 
are doomed to be crushed to pieces by 

the ice, 

Mr. aud Mrs. Gambell are missionary 
teachea seut to the far north island of 
St. Lawrence, lying only twenty miles 
from the Siberian coast and just south 
of Behriag Straits. Here they have been 
living for the past three years, teaching 
the Esquimaux, and are now coming 
south with their child for a short atay on 
fccount of Mrj. Campbell's health. 
They started on Septenibur L'G from St. 
Lawrence on a United States revenue 
cutler, and left Ounalaaka October 17 on 
the Bteaiiier Bristol. 

Just before tho Bristol sailed from 
Ounalaaka the steam whaler Alexander, 
Captain B, F. Filton, arrived from 
the Arctic, bringing news of 
the ill-fate that had overtaken 
the greater portion of the sealing fleet. 
The lucky veaaela that managed to force 
their way out of tho ice were tho Alex- 
ander, with a catch of nine whales; the 
steamer William Bayleas, with eleven 
whales ; tho steamer Karluk, with seven 
whales; and the steamer Jeanette, with 
ten and a half whales. 

This is only the smaller portion of the 
fleet that has been hunting whales in the 
Arctic, for the unfortunate vessels which 
are lying pinned in the ice o.T Point 
Barrow are the siearner Orca, Captain 
Sherman ; the steamer Belvedere, Cap- 
tain Millard ; the steam tender Jeanie, 
Captain Mason ; the steamer Fearless, 
Cajjtain McKenn ; the schooner Rosario, 
Captain Cotiin ; and one aailiuu vessel, 
of which Mr, GamboU does not know the 
name. 

Tho Alexander had a narrow eacape 
from being caught iji the ice along with 
tho unfortunate ahipa that are hound to 
destruction. Captain Tiltou stated that 
for three daya bis veeael bucked the ice 
and it was only by tremendous efforts 
that she got free. First of all, the cake 
ice floated around them and a cold snap 
formed young ice that bound the field 
together and made it solid. Then came 
a tussle with the ice. First the vessel 
was rushed at the ice ah^d.' Then the 
huge cakes loosened were towed behind 
and fastened to the field astern, so as not 
to interfere with the propellers. Again 
the ship would rush at tbe ice in front 
and break a little further into it. So 
terrible was the shock of the impact be- 
tween vesael and ice that Captain Tilton 
could not remain aloft where ho had 
gone to look out ahead; the very 
bunks of tho men were knocked 
from their fastenings by tho shock 
of the vessel's steni on the ice. 
Finally the ahip did get clear, ami Capt. 
Tiltou said in describiug the incident: 

'• You should have heard the cheers 
aa we reached open water aud know that 
we were saved." 

But the unfortunate six ships still fast 
in the ice are doomed, for in the open 
ice pack there is not the least hope for 
them. The ice will join and crush them 
with their valuable cargoes. However, 
it is good news that the ships' crews will 
he saved, otherwise the loss of life will 
be frightful to contemplate, for each ves- 
sel carries a crew of from forty to lifty 
men. The distance to Point Barrow 
from where the lleet are frozen in ia not 
far, aud llie crews can make their way 
to shore over the ice, and so find shelter 
in the I'jSiiuimaux eettleniente. They 
will have to make their winter fare, how- 
ever, mi).«tly on i^e.nl meat and blub- 
ber, like tlie Ffiiuimaux, for all 
the vessels were sliort of provisions. Tbe 
Fearless lilled out three yeara ago for a 
live years' cruise in the Arctic, but she 
had intended to come out also aa her 
food supply was about gone. 

The whalers, when they do winter in 
the Arctic, make for Herschell island, 
which ia part ol' Canada's northern ter- 
ritory, and get into (belter behind the 
island where there is a natural basin uu- 
dislurbed by tbe eea, and where tho ice 
forma Hnioothly and breaks up in the 
sjiring withfiuta shove. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gambell and tladr (diild 
were tiieonly wbito pereonson .'<t.

They have to put up, too, with 
one mail a year, and bail with pleasure 
the visits of the whaling vessels which 
i:all there as they pass.

Evangel, has 
been aolved,and fortunately it provea 
that no Uvea were lost. The aloop ia 
one belonging to McLeod, of Port 
Angelea, and had been engaged in fish 
ing for the National Packing Company 
She was being taken to Port Angeles in 
tow of the cannery steamer Rainier when 
alio broke away ofl' Smith ialand. This 
occurred on Tuesday laat, and it ppuaka 
well for the Btaunclinesa of her construc- 
tion that after being bufl'e'ed about by 
tbe gales of last week no damage svaj re 
ceived by her, the only outlay suffered 
by her owner being the payment of $25 
salvage to the Evangel for her servicea. 

The requests made by those engaged 
in the local shipping bueinees that eome 
means be adopted to ensure their know 
ing when they have paaaed Brotchio 
Ledge, have been engagim; the serious 
attention of Captain Gaudin, agent of 
marine and fisheries, for some time, and 
lie has now arranged for a red sector to 
he put on the Boron's island lantern to 
cover Brotchio Ledge. This is being 
adopted primarily as a tentative meas 
ure, but should tho results prove satis 
factory it will be permanently adopted 
D.G.S. Quadra is not expected to ar 
rive from the North until about Mon- 
day next. Captain Gaudin having re- 
ceived a letter from Captain Wnlbran 
to this effect. The party conveyed by 
the Quadra were all landed at Dyea. 
Hon. Mr. Sifton started immediately for 
Lake Bennett over the Dyea trail, and 
intends to return via the Skagway route.

Mansou and Slate Creeks and Kil- 
I dare Gnleh WIU Yield 
Millions. 



Many yenrs ago, when the diBCOveries 
in the Caeaiar district attracted the 
men who had been mining in the shal- 
low diggings of the Omineea to the more 
easily worked propoaitionB of the newer 
country, a BtillneBS aa of death settled 
down upon Manaon and Slate creeks, 
where the deserted claims were the only 
remaining evidences o£ the riches which 
had been taken out. It was a long time 
before work waa resumed, and it required 
the keen eye and excellent judgment of 
aa experienced man to devise a plan 

whereby capital could be induced to in- 
vesc in the attempt to exploit the de- 
serted diggiuus in the hope of ultimate 
profit. Equally inacceeaible aa the 
Klondyke, (iUO miles from the nearest 
railway point, wrapped in impenetrable 
snow and ice for more than half the 
year, approachable only by means of a 
trail abandoned twenty yeara ago and 
used since then only by an 
oecaaional hunter, the Omineea coun 
try waa admittedly not the moat 
attractive field for iuvestment. But 
the *13rd Hydraulic Mining and Mill- 
ing Company, composed principally of 
Ottawa capitaliata, saw an opportunity, 
in spite of the many disadvantages, for 
profitable iuveatmeut, and from Colonel 
Wright, the superintendent of the com- 
pany, some information has been ob- 
tained which tends to show the faith the 
members of the company have in that 
little kaowd reRton aa a gold producing 
district. 

Three years ago Colonel Wright went 
into the Omineea and located several hy- 
draulic claims, and now the company 
own fifteen bench claima and eight creek 
claims on Manson and Slate creeks and 
Kiklare gulch. Work has been actively 
carried on for two seaBona, sixty men 
employed during the past summer, and 
three and a half miles of ditching and 
two miles of tlume have been built. The 
mere statement of these facts conveys to 
the average reader but a alight concep- 
tion of the amount of work which has 
had to be done. It is neceesary to go 
somewhat more fully into details. The 
task of taking a body of sixty 
men by trail and canoe a distance of six 
hundred miles, a journey occupying five 
w«'efcS) the transportation of supplies 
sufficient to feed the men employed dur- 
ing the season,' the conveyance of all the 
plant and material for the work, these 
things thought of for a moment will be 
seen to be undertakings of much more 
moment than is apparent at a glance. 
Forty thousand dollars, at a conserva- 
tive estimate, has been invested up to 
tlie present time in the work on the 
FoiLy-third Company's property, and 
not a dollar has been taken out. Next 
Buason, however, with 5,000 inches of 
water from Manaon creek, a supply 
which can be increased almost at will 
from the east branch of the creek and 
from Kildare gulcti, Colonel Wright feels 
confident of returns being made 
from the hydraulic work which 
will prove the wisdom and profit- 
making nature of the investment. 

Colonel Wright, who arrived in the 
city last evening, having come direct 
irom the mineral country, reports that 
he met on his way out a party of engi- 
neers who have been sent in by the Do- 
minion (lovernment to investigate and 
report upon the navigability of the 
Stuart river for steamboat traffic. 
Upon their report much will depend, for 
if, as is probable, light draught boats 
can tret to Fort St. James, freight can be 
hiiridlod within 75 miles of the diggings 
on Manson creek, which means a reduc- 
tion in freight charges to but a fraction 
of the present lignre. 

" The Omineea country," says Colonel 
Wright, "is most emphatically not a 
poor man's country, and although two 
old timers have been working for yeara 
on Manson and Lost creeks, the moat 
noteworthy find to be recorded is that of 
a two and & half ounce nugget taken by 
a Mr. McKinnon out of the latter named 
creek." 

On Slate creek the company are put- 
tin;; in a liydraiilic elevator of the Evans 
dt'Hign, made by the Kifidon Iron Works 
of San Francisco, and it ia confidently 
ex[jectcd that good results will be ob- 
tained. The result of next seaBon'fl 
■woik will he loi.iktd forward to with a 
Sjreat deal of interest, and if enterprise 
atid hard work ileferves eiiecess the -l.'ird 
Company should have a i^oodly tneaeure 
of it. 

As can easily ba imagined, new.-) is at 
a premium in such a remote locality iia 
Manaon Creek, and when the intelli- 
gence of the arrest of Gordon on the 
charge of having murdered hia late 
partner Jones waa received, it was natu- 
rally a Bubjeet of general conversation. 
Colonel Wright says that when Gordon 
passed the camp on hia way out alone, 
driving three or four horses, the occur- 
rence, alliiough unusual, waa not euf- 
iicioiilly 80 to excite more than 
passing comment, but when word was 
sent to Mr. ilclvinuon of Ciordon's arrest, 
the circumstances surrounding the case 
were i)retty generally canvasHcd, the 
opinion being held among many of the 
men that Gordon had "done away with " 
hia partner. It ia apparently <|uite clear 
that the two men were on any but good 
terms, they had been heard quarrelling 
very bitterly at the Hudson's Hay post at 
Stuart lake, and also along the trail 
hy men who had met them, which 
would tend to strengthen the idea that 
enmity of a very marked nature had 
grown up between them. Indian Agent 
Loring Is said to have sent to Captain 
Black and Colonel Wright asking them 
to organize parties to go out in search of 
any trace which might have been left of 
the missing man, but Colonel Wright 
failed to receive any such message. In 
any case, however, the task of discover- 



ing Brown's body would be almost a 
hopeless one for men, strangers in 
the country, auch aa those employed 
at the mine, and to have any chance of 
success, should bo attempted only by 
Indians or others who are familiar with 
the route probably followed by Jones 
and Gordon. 

Colonel Wright will interview some 
members of the provincial government 
to-day in the hope of inducing the gov- 
ernment to do some much. needed work 
in the Omineea, and will return to Otta- 
wa for the winter, startiag' again in 
March from Ashcroft for. the countrjr of 
hardahipa and vast poaaibilities, which 
he has every hope will prove itself 
again in 1898 deserving of the name 
"The Golden Omineea."

KETTLE lllVER LAND CASE. 

Mr. Justice Drake Dismisses With Costs the 
Action Against Mr. Johnson. 

Mr. Justice Drake yesterday, gave his 
decision on the application made on bo- 
half of E. M. Johnson to dismiss the 
action brought by Ruckle Bros, against 
E. M. Johnson and Miss Davoy. Tlie 
decision is as follows; 

Tne plaintifl'a sue defendants, Davey 
as principal and Johnson aa agent, for 
fraudulently obtaining a crown grant of 
land on Kettle river, although in the 
stateinent of claim it ia alleged that the 
allegations of the defendants, whether 
fraudulent or otherwise, were fully ex- 
posed by the plaintifla to the chief 
commissioner of lands and works before 
he made a crown grant of the land, the 
subject of this action. No relief ia asked 
against the defendant Johnson independ- 
ent of the claim against the principal 
for damages for a matter which it ap- 
pears waa the act of the chief coinmia- 
aioner of lands and works. If the 
principal is liable at all she ia liable 
for the misrepresentation of her agent, 
as waa deciiled in Barwick v. Englisli 
Joint Stock Bank, 2 Ex. L'o9, and I fail 
to see how in this statement of claim any 
case is made out against the defendant 
Johnson. I miixlit say the same aa re- 
gards the other defendant, but I do not 
wish to decide a case on a preliminary 
objection. If the plaintiffs fiave any 
caae they are entitled to have a judg- 
ment of the court on it, however feeble 
the case made may be. The statement 
of claim purposed to raise a question un- 
der the land act of the powera of the 
chief commissioner and of the effect of 
pre-emption and purchase clauses. I 
cannot say that the claim ia, therefore, 
vexatious and an abuse of the procesa of 
the court. Order will be to dismiss the 
action against Johnson, with coats. 



FARMERS ORGANIZE. 

Vancouver Island Produce Society Elect 
Officers tor the Year. 

The Victoria District Fruit Growers' 
Association and the Cowichan Produce 
and Shipping Association have been 
mereed into the Vancouver Island Pro- 
duce Society, Ltd., which has been in- 
corporated under the Farmers' Institute 
Act, 1897. The object Of this society is 
the marketing of all kinds of fruit and 
farm produce for the members of the 
society, to secure better transportation 
and to purchase supplies used in the 
production and marketing of fruit and 
other products of the farm. 

The project haa already met with satis- 
factory encouragement among the farm- 
ers, and yesterday a meeting of the 
shareholders waa held in the city hall to 
elect oflicers for the year, the result be- 
ing: Preaident, Munroo Miller; vice- 
preaident. Major Mutter, Somenoa; 
directora, G. H. Hadwen, Duncan; G. 
T. Corfiekl, Corlield ; Wataon Clark, 
Oaklanda; W.C.Grant, Gordon Head;

The Wreck 'of New, York Central 
Train Raised J^rom -tke 
KivorBed.' ' 



Fhidiug of the Body of the Fire- 
man Who Went Down ,^With 
the Engine. ' ' 



Gauriso.v, N.Y., Oct. 2G.— Upon the 
raising of the engine of the ill-fated 
train wrecked here on Sunday night the 
body of the fireman, John Tompkins, 
was found tightly wedged between two 
masses of iron. When the day coach 
had been elevated and the water drained 
out of it, those watching the operation 
saw at one of the windows a man's hand 
badly bloated and just beyond the fee' 
sticking out from under one of the seats. 
The wreckers tore aside the debris and 
soon had the body out. The entire fur- 
niture of the car was removed, so that 
anything within could be readily reach- 
ed, but no more bodies were found. The 
body removed, making the twentieth 
known victim, waa that of a man about 
35 years of age, dark, with short mous- 
tache. He was dressed in a grey woollen 
outing shirt, dark blue vest and trousers, 
black necktie and yellow aocka. The 
^hoes had been removed and so 
had the coat. It was evident 
that the man had been sleeping in 
the seat when death came. In one 
of his pockets was a wallet containing 
six .$10 bills, a .$2 bill and a casualty 
inaurance company ticket, such as 
bought aa railroad stations as an insur- 
ance against accident or death. It was 
made out for the unusual sum of .$2,000 
in case of death. Curiously the name, 
or at least the last name of both payer 
and beneliciary were missing. The 
card BO far aa could bo read gave " Ike 
R." as the purchaser and Mrs. R." as 
the person to whom it waa to be paid. 
The railroad ofllcials are of the opinion 
that the man boarded the train at 
Rochester, as the hour of purchaae of 
the insurance card is marked 'J o'clock, 
and Rochester ia the most probable sta- 
tion where, to catch this train, it could 
be purcbased at that hour. The body 
waa taken to the coroner's office at Cold 
Spring. The contents of the car other 
than this body, showed that the people 
had made a great rush for their lives. 
There were women's shoes and 
hats, six men's hats, a woman's 
coat, eight gripaacks of varioua 
kinds, two men's coats and many small 
garments. 

When the express car came to the sur- 
face it was seen that it was the most 
badA' damaged of any that had yet been 
taken out. One half had been entirely 
demoliahed and washed away. None of 
the valuables in the car were lost. The 
big dynamite proof box was intact and 
fastened to the wall in its proper place. 
The only thing of value known to be 
missing is a small package of jewelry. 
Of course all the merchandise in the car 
has been destroyed, but moat of the 
bills of lading have been found and 
settlement will be easy. 

The heavy engine waa dragged out of 
the water to-night before darkness 
closed in, and President Chauncey M. 
Depew and the three railroad coinmia- 
aioners saw the operation. The divers 
had located the tender early in the after- 
noon and brought it up without its 
trucks. The engine was worked upon 
for several hours, the divers finding it 
impossible almost to get the heavy 
chains under it, aa it had sunk so far in 
the mud. When it was brought to the 
surface the front truck waa missing and 
the front of the boiler and the guards 
were smashed into an unrecogniz- 
able mass. Aa the great machine came 
in eight one of the men on the lighter 
saw clothes dangling from the front, 
ami when the lanterns could be brought 
to bear it was found the rag covered up 
a human body, that of fireman Tomp- 
kins. The body waa wedged in front of 
the boiler, where the engine number 
plate is.

A pathetic scene was enacted at 
Keeley's undertaking room in Cold 
Suriiiir to-day, when the body of Tlionias 
Uuilley, of St. Louis, v.aB identilied by 
hia widow, who had come all the way 
from London with Reilley's mother, and 
whom he was journeying to meet when 
death overtook him. Mrs. Ellen Reilley 
sailed on the St. Paul October 10, arriv- 
ing; ill New Vork last Saturday. She 
had arranged for Reilley to meet her and 
liis! mother in Now York, and when he 
did uot appear at the aleamer the 
women went to a hotel in the city. A 
clerk read in the nowapajiers yesterday 
that Reilley was among the victims of 
the diaaster. 

The bodies of the eight Chinamen are 
a bone of contention to-day between the 
Cold .Si)rini; undertakers and the under- 
takers Gent by the Cliiiieee Benefit So- 
ciety to take tiio bodies to New "\'ork for 
burial. The Cold Spring underlakera 
say they will not surrender the bodiea to 
the Chinese society until told to do so 
by the railroad company, which had 
ordered them to bury the Obinamen in 
Cold .Spring.

A^ray Back In 1885 tlia Three Card TricL 
AVas Played— TIio Noxr Well Known 
lilotliod of Saarins; a Victim— Tha Fa- 
miliar Trlclt of Turnliic Up a Curncr. 

TliroQ card moutc is act a recent iii- 
veuticu of tLo curd player by any 
means. Back lu tho early fifties it evi- 
dently flourished in tho English capi- 
tal, as th« following latter to the Brook- 
lyn Eagle BUggodts, The communication 
comes from William Day, who had an 
cxperienco v\?th card Rbarpers in Lon- 
don in 18^0. Aitor sJumberiugfor many 
a long year the details come with a 
fliivor of the old days in thoir quaint 
narration! 

Ouo day in <ho yo.ar 1855 I was 
standing at the coriici of Great Holland 
street and Blaclcfiinrs' road, London. 
I had not even a siugle acquaintance iu 
the city and very little money, and as 
I was thiiiking where I could go next 
so Itwonld cost nothing a plainly dress- 
ed man spolco to me. Ho Bald; "Cau 
yon tell mc tho -wny to St, Jtjmes' park? 
I am a sliajigei in London. In fact, 
I waa left noma money down in Hitch- 
iu, HertfordHhiro, and as I intend to go 
to Australia I thought I wonld like to 
soo fioiuothing of London on my way 
tliere." I said: "I have nothing to do. 
I'U show ycu tlie way to St. James' 
park." Ho appeared qnito grateful. I 
said, "Wa muet go along tho new out," 
certainly oud of the poorest streets in 
Lou^Dii, though it appears to be alway.'' 
full of peoplfi. So wo went along, but 1 
noticed when thoia was a crovrd he 
went ahead and pushed thrauah the 
oio-wd. I thongbt to myself, "5?oa are 
not like the country men that stand 
aside waiting for the crowd to go by. " 

When wo got to tho corner of the 
Waterloo Bridge iqad, ho asked mo to 
take a glass of bitters. So wo entered 
tho gin palace, aad there we met n 
well dressed yonng Indy. Tho stranger 
nskcdner to take a bitter. vSbo said she 
would prefer gin. Wetookal". Inoliccd 
flho had 15 well filled eatclx 1, and when 
bIio opeucd it to ta^c h^j lijiiii '•.oreliicf 
out I noticed it waa bn](<i.'d cut with 
icUs of old newspapers. Wo then weLi 
out and walked to the 'WeatminRter 
Bridge road. I said to liim: "Hero we 
are now. Go ovor this bridge, pass thu 
houses of parliament and Westminster 
abbey, tni^ to the right np Parliament 
street and there ynn are nt the Horse 
Oaards oiitr.nnce to tlio park." He said: 
"I am iBticli obli;,'cd to you for your 
trouble. Take ;i giu.sti beforo you leave. " 

While we were drinking he said: "1 
have a friend here, bnt I h.avo lost him 
iu this great city. He is Rtoppiug oppo- 
site some large theater, bnt I cannot 
think of its name. Toll me the names 
of tbo tl!p;itcr.=. I may remember its I 
name. " I nieiiiioncd several niimcs, and 
when I mentioned "Victoria" ho cried, 
")Vhy, that is it. " I said: "We passed 
it', bnt it is no tronble. I'll take yon 
there." 

I took th(5 man around to tho thea- 
t(?r. Ho Haid, "TJioro is tho very 
place whcro ho in Ktopping. " Talnii;^ 
mo acros.s tbo road, he said, "Wait oiu; 
moment." Then ho ran up the Htair.«, 
bringing his friend back with him, and 
they insisted that I m',ist go up. So we 
all llirre weiit up.stiiii.s into a room. I 
remember tho room well; half a dozen 
chairs and two tables. Tho friend or- 
dered ale, and while wa were sitting 
talking an old man, a peddler, came iu 
tlio rnnm and, takiup pomo tilings oat 
of bin bii^kr-t, Kiiid, "(initlrmcii, 1 
would like to .sell ycu a pair of razor.s 
clieap — only tv.'o liob uud a tiiunor. " 
The I'ricud cried: "I never saw such ;i 
placu a.s London is for peddlers. Geutlo- 
uien cannot hold a private conversation 
but they are intruded on by some one to 
BcU Koinet hi att. " 

Tho old peddlor answered: "I aui ;i 
poor man tvyiuy to make an honest liv- 
ing. Now, gentlemen, I'll tell you 
what I will do. Wo will play for the 
razora I'll put up tho pair of rtizoi.s 
a^aiii.st your two and .six. Here are tho 
cards." He.^iud: " Hero are tliree card.", 
oiio court find two plaia cards. Now, 
can any gaullomau show me where the 
court card is?" Tlie tv.-o friends argued 
about it and then dec'idcd, after playing 
a few times and pab-siii<,' sovereigns or 
yellow beys bt>twoc>ii llmni.

Then tin- 
pi'ddkT dropped a dirty handkerchief 
on the floor, and in trying to find it put

' BRUIAL A OSTR ALIANS. 

TUe Uirrlkln Is tha Moit Scgraued Xoui:'^ 
la tho World. 

A gentleman in Melbourne gave me 
this etymology ol the word "larrikin," 
and as it seems a reasonable origin I am 
willing to accept it: In the early days, 
when tho goldfields ol the colony ol 
Victeri.-j attracted to Melbonruo the 
world's adventurers, lawlessness was 
tho rule, and the authorities of tho cap- 
ital city had their hands lull keeping 
their own citizens, as well as their vis- 
itors, in order. One iiiglit un Irish po- 
liceman arrested two drunken lawbreak- 
ers, but when, the next morning, ha 
came ,^0 give hi.s evideuoe before the 
magistrate his anger against the pris- 
oners had softened into compassion. 

"Sure, yer honor," he said, "the 
byes wasn't so bad at all, at all." ' 

"What did they ^o?" nsked the mag- 
istrato. 

"Nothin, sorr, except that they was 
just larrykiu" (mcnuiug larking). 

"Well, I'll give them a week as lar- 
rikins, " said tho jadge, and with this 
tho distinctive name of tho world's 
most contemptible outlaw and black- 
guard began. 

Those who have seen Chevalier in 
his coster costnme can fom a good Idea 
of tho dress of the Sydney larrikin. A 
tunic, covered with buttons; a collar- 
lesy shirt, with n gaudy iiuckerchief ; a 
soft gray hat, and tight hipped, bell 
bottomed trousers, make up thu diit- 
tiuotivo nniform of the larrikin. Ilin 
female companion, whom he calls "mo 
donah," probably for the Italian "ma- 
donna," dresses, save as to the hood, 
whicli is DBually bare, in load prints 
and with a barbario fondness for glar- 
ing reds. 

These people have not only a distinct 
costume, of which they are proud, but 

they are fast developing a distinct pa- 
tois that is particularly rich iu perver- 
sions, vulgarity and a prof.mity that 
would shock tha soul of tho most con- 
firmed religious skcptio. 

Tho larrikin works by fits. In a land 
where every village has its race track, 
and racing eo occupies tho thoughts of 
the people as to seem like a great; na- 
tional industry, thi.s outlaw flouriahca 
in tho vicinity of stables and is ever 
strikingly in evidence at all the race 
courses, from, tho private ran at Bondi 
to tho great annual event of "tho Mel- 
bonruo cup, " which comes ofT every Is'o- 
veniboT, and ranks uost to tho English 
Derby and tbo French Grand Prix iu 
tho world's races. 

About the "publics" or bars tho lar- 
rikin and his vulgar voiced consort are 
often to be found. At times ha rises to 
tho dignity of a landlord or a jockey. 
Iu tiio first instance ha is ever at odds 
with tho law, and in tho last he is al- 
ways regarded as a purchasable factor. 
If not in open defiance, tho larrikin 
certaiuly lives iu undisguised contempt 
for the law and its servants. If the jail 
ever meant a degradation to him, the 
day is past. His oducaticm is not com- 
plete till he has won a prison garb. Ho 
fills the jails and penitentiaries of tbo 
colonies while ho is in health,' and be 
crowds tho hqspitals and almshouses in 
disease and old age. 

Unliko tho American tough, hoodlum 
or desperado, the larrikin never carries 
concealed weapons, bat he is none the 
less reckless of life and cruel in his in- 
stincts. Although descended from u 
bravo and virile race, this crcaluro is 
CEseuttully cowardly. If ho attiicks a 
peaceful citizeu to socuro booty or to 
gratify malice, ho fights by surprise, 
gives DO chance for resistance, uud in- 
variably has the backing of associates. 
Ho will not shoot or stab, bnt he will 
use It sandbag from behind, or slay a 
man by means of a stone in the toe of a 
stocking. 

The larrikin's contempt for the moral 
law passes all belief. Tho stories told 

of his offenses may not bo true, but they 
could not Ijuvo lieeii coined without a 
good foundation iu factor coiitiuncd 
with disgusting variations il his life 
did not justify tbem. 

Degraded thongh the American ruf- 
fian i.s, tbo meanest of tbem has ohival- 
ric imijulses where women are concern- 
ed, and the lowest Bowery tough will 
give his scat, render a favor or raise his 
htit to ono of the other sex; bat of this 
redeeming feature the larrikin is entire- 
ly incapable. 

Three years ago whipping was intro- 
duced in tho jails of Now Sonth Wale?, 
and for awhile this form of puuishjucnt 
served as a dntorrcnt, but after a timo 
tlie released larrikins came out to csliib- 
it tlio tracks of the whip on their bacics 
with tho pride of the veteran showing 
lii.s scars, and now, it is Raid, the larri- 
Icin'.H .staiidi:ig aDionj; his fellows in 
ineaHurcjd by the la.shes ho has endured.

ability i:ud good si; use. Arrived at four- 
score years, and no longer capable of 
earning a livelihood, be applied to tbo 
king, and James. I,,(>onBentiDg to his 
petition, granted ' io tuo mau who had 
biivpd Irea.snres of memoirs for English 
history tho favor of wearing a beggar's 
garb and asking alms at church doors. 
Iu this abject state, forgotten and de< 
hpised, he died two years later. — Moat< 
teal Stur.

It was not to be expected that, follow- 
ing only one day behind the City of 
Seattle, the ^opeka Ghould have any 
ereat budget o£ ,2Torthera newe.apou her 
arrival here In the early hours of yester- 
day morning, especially as she called at 
neither Dyea nor Skagway, and no re- 
cent arrivals from Dawson had made 
their appearance in Juneau siueo Dave 
rbompson and bia companion came out. 

This latest ateamer from the North 
was noti however, wiihout her own little 
contribution of dust, which amounted to 
ij;12,000 and was the property of a China- 
man taking pHseage at Wrangel and 
known as I^oo Kee — a rusn who fifteen 
years ago was proprietor of a well- 
patronized provision store in Victoria's 
Chinesi3 (luarter, During the past thir- 
teen years. Loo Keo has been workini? 
over the ground of vanished white 
niinera on Deaae creek, the $12,000 being 
the net result of hia applicatioa and in- 
dustry for that period. 

There are twenty-eight other Chinese 
eimihirly employed on Dease lake and 
river, and their aggregate wealth is re- 
ported by white miners in the vicinity 
to approximate a quarter of a million. 
Loo Kofs could have mitde more, he says, 
but he was getting old, and after en joy- 
inj? a brief holiday with him friends 
here, he will go through to his native 
land over the seaa, there to spend the 
remainder of hie days in enjoyment of 
the dolce far niente procurable for even 
leas than $L2,000 in the land of cheaj)- 
nesH. 

The Topeka had but si.^teen pacseu- 
gers all told, saloon and steerage, about 
one-half of whom were disappointed 
Klondyke pilgrims returning south until 
spring shall render the penetration of 
the northland possible. Another pae- 
aenger whose face ia not entirely un- 
familiar here, waa Samuel Whitley, of 
Denver, Cel., to which city he is re- 
turning. 

Jilr. Whitley was for a time resident 
in Vancoiiver, and left there four aioutlis 
ago as one ot a party outfitted by the 
Opneiiheimer Brothers toengage in min- 
ing operations on the Pelly river. As- 
cendioKt^B Stickeea to Telegraph creek, 
they crossed to the Laird and went up 
the stream 200 miles to Lake Frances, at 
which point Whitley left them, the 
cracking of hia breastbone through a fall 
over a precipice necesBitating hia return 
for medical attention. 

The party found the trail fairly good 
all the way in, and had their prepara- 
tions made for spending the winter com- 
fortably in camp at Lake Frances, crosg- 
iiig with sieda in tlie spring to tliuir des- 
tination, only 35 milea turther on. Whit- 
ley waa accompanied by a heavy snow- 
storm all the way out, and the white 
mantle lay two feet deep on the ground 
when he bade hia companions good-bye 
at the camp. 

According to hia report, Mr. Warbur- 
ton Pike, with his Gaesiar Central recon- 
uaiesance survey partv, experienced no 
diiHuulty in reaching Deaee lake, whence 
they vrere following close bebiod him 
and expeotinif to return to Victoria uy 
the next soutbhound steamer. They 
have, it ia said, found a very Batififflctory 
route, and experienced no serious set- 
backs, although one man ia reported to 
have liad an arm painfully crushetl by a 
fall of rock. The steamers have now 
stopped running on the Stickeen, and 
only cunnea are going up. 

According to Mr. Whitley, the two 
hundred or more w hite niiners at or on 
the way to Teslin lake feel keenly the 
utter absence of mail facilities ui tliut 
part of the world, and a petition ia now 
on its way to the post ofhce inspector in 
this city asking for tlie eetabliahment ni 
a once-a-month service, with which the 
reaidenta would for the present rest 
content.

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THE C03IENG KLONDYKE TRAFFIC 

To THE Editor : — It aeema to me wo 
are in a crisis auch as ia not likely to oc- 
cur again in this city or on the coast of 
British Columbia for a century to come. 
We have, this winter, to determine 
whether tlie trade of the Klondyke is to 
bo done from British Columbia or from 
foreign countries. There has been a 
good deal of wordy warfare carried on 
between the Seattle newspapers and our 
own on the question, which is the bet- 
ter place to buy outfits for intending 
gold hunters? 1 do not mean to jiro- 
tract that war, but to suggest what would 
put the matter beyond question, viz., 
the construction of a good and reliable 
road into the country. 

The route by the Yukon ia, for the pre- 
sent, the only practical route for the 
transportation of freight; but unfortun- 
ately that route cannot be relied on for 
more than three months, and some 
years little over two months in the year. 
Ships cannot get into St. Michael's till 
the liratof July; after tranafer to river 
boats freight and paasengera .may reach 
Dawson City fron the lOtli to the 20th of 
July. Ddweon City may be hundreda of 
miles from the poiut aimed at, and by 
the time the prospector reachea liia claim 
people will be warning him of the near 
approach of winter. That is no route to 
be relied on as the only way into the 
country. 

Last Bummer several thouaands at- 
tempted to get into tho country, mainly 
by two routes, which were thought to be 
very good roads until they were put to 
the test, They may have been very good 
for a man and a dog, but for two thous- 
and men and five hundred hourses they 
were utterly unfit. In the coming season 
we cannot calculate for fewer than 5,000 
paaaengers a month coin^ to the Klon- 
dyke, and that figure may be largely ex- 
ceeded. What provision are we making 
to let tbem get into it with any approach 
to comfort, or even certainty ot success? 
We have charters out for railways. Are 
any of the railways to be built? We 
know there ia great diligence in chartor- 
mongering, here and in London, but I 
am afraid that is to be the end of tho 
schemes. 

It is generally conceded that a railway 
by the Stickeen ia the solution of the 
transportation question, but a route has 
to be surveyed, construction necessarily 
takes time, so there can be no hope of 
trains running on that route this spring 
or summer. At the time eomething 
ought to be done. A wagon road ought 
to be constructed at the earliest possible 
moment. It may be said 150 miles can- 
not be constructed in one Boaeon. H the 
half can be done the journey will be 
lightened by so much. The importance 
of this route cannot ho over estimated. 
The idea of thousands of maniacs wear- 
ing their atrength out for two months in 
an attempt to get over some live mileu of 
a mountain paas at enormoue coat in 
cash, in time and in health, when a road 
capable of bearing e.^preas wagons could 
easily have been made, is a position 
shameful to look back upon. A road by 
the Stickeen to be followed by a railway 
would secure the Klondyke trade to 
Canada, mainly to Victoria and Van- 
couver. We should probably have the 
two great American corporations of the 
Yukon opening houses here. They, like 
all commercial bodies, would find the 
more speedy route the moat profitable, 
and would use it, and I am sure we shall 
be glad to see them in Victoria. 

Xot only should the government set 
about tbis, conjointly with the Domin- 
ion government, if possible, but thoy 
ought to let it ba known that they are 
going to do it. There are ))reparationa 
being nuulo in England on an enormous 
scale, probiibly 011 too great a scale, to 
bring exploiterH to the country. Theae 
men might to know, as early as possible, 
if there is to lu; any more preparation 
for asaiBting thi-ni on their way, or if, 
with greatly :ui;,'n)entc(l nunibera, the 
misery and disappointment of last sum- 
mer are to be repeated and aggravated. 
There is no time to dawdle about it. 
The earliest days of spring ought to be 
utilized t ) make the beat road possible, 
Kven if one of these new faugled rail- 
ways ia to be put in, it cannot do what ia 
wanted, and I am not alone in the be 
lief that no mile of either will he made. 
In any case the magnitude of the risk is 
so great that no government lit for ollico 
would allow the food supply, aud ]ier- 
liape the lives of 60,000 to depend on a 
Hying railway any more than on a 
balloon. 

J am iilraid thin letter Ih much too 
long, bill von mnul Bin' ttiu importance 
of the euoject cannot be over ealimated.

Business of the South Paralyzed by State 
Quarantines— Citizens Take 
to the Woods. 

MoNT<io.Mi;iiv, Ala., Oct. — A very 
distreeaing state of ailairs exists in the 
states of Alabama, Missiaslppi and 
Louisiana on account of the yellow fevei 
plague. Theae states having quaran- 
tines against each other, commerce hns 
been almost entirely abandoned in tbe 
southern half, and tbe railways have 
practically ceased running. The plague 
coming at the cotton marketing season 
will work injury that will ])robably re- 
(piiro several years to repair. 

.Montgomery had about fifty cases, it 
ia believed, before tho existence of the 
disease was announced last iMondny by 
the board of health. Under tho stale 
quttrantiue law every town, city, hamlet 
and community stood (|uarantiued 
against Montgomery. People hero be- 
came panic-stricken at once. The trains 
from here had to pass through tho state 
without stopping, but as rapidly ae they 
could be pulled into stations they were 
loaded down with passengers. The mad 
rush continued almost up to this time. 

Selma, forty miles away, waa stricken 
yesterday, and a dozen cases were found, 
and to-day 2,400 of the 2,700 residents 
fled. Fugitives from the stricken city 
have filled up every available farm- 
house and negro caljin, and many well- 
to-do families throughout the South are 
living in tents in the woods, (|iuirantin- 
ing themselves against the world. 

Tho disease haa, within a month, 
Bpread throughout tho territory from 
New Orleans, Jleinphia and .Alontgom- 
The following are among the 
stricken towns and cities in Alabama: 
Mobile, Flomaton, Selma, Wager, 
Wheelersville, Whistler, Mount Meigha 
and Notaanlga. 

Tho death rate in the present epidemic 
is phenomenally small, and the greatest 
injury will therefore result from the 
interruption to business.
